The Morrisville School Board, 
last night, adopted its 1965-66 
budget, of $1,088,466, which re­ 
flects a two-mill drop in the tax 
rate for borough homeowners. 
Robert Beadle, president, said 
the board was able to drop the 
millage for three reasons, de­ 
spite 
an 
increase 
of 
$52,399 
above last year’s $1,036,067 budg­ 
et. 
He said the mill is now worth 
more and there has been an in 
crease in the tax ratables in the 
borough. The third reason, he 
said, was possible because of a 
surplus in the budget caused by 
the 
collection 
of 
delinquent 
taxes, after the budget was com­ 
pleted. 
Salary Costs 
Dr. Paul Phillips, superinten­ 
dent of schools, said the increase 
in this year’s budget was almost 
entirely due to salary increases 
for school District employes. He 
said several additional teachers 
will be hired for the coming 
school year, which will enable 
students in Morrisville schools to 
avail themselves of special serv­ 
ices, such as physical education 
and music program s in the ele­ 
m entary schools. 
Beadle said the millage this 
year will drop from 63 for the 
1964-65 budget to 61 for this 
year’s budget. 
He said although he was un­ 
able to say with exactness what 
the drop will mean in the way 
of savings to borough taxpayers, 
it would be substantial.

The Ix>wer Makefield Board of 
Supervisors promised action on 
the township school board’s re­ 
quest for sidewalks on Wake­ 
field and Big Oak Roads, at its 
session last night. 
The meeting, which was post­ 
poned from May 17 because of 
the prim ary election, also rati­ 
fied ail agreem ent between the 
township and the Archdiocese of 
Philadelphia for the construction 
of 
a 
school, 
residence 
and 
church at Big Oak and Make­ 
field Roads 


in Bucks County Common Pleas 
Court, filed by the church. 
Maekensen, noting the back­ 
ground of the situation leading 
to the suit, said the church had 
received an exception to con­ 
struct its facilities on the site, 
providing it complied with cer­ 
tain provisos. 
Widen Road 


The school board at its m eet­ 
ing last week directed a letter 
be sent to the board of super­ 
visors restating its request for 
sidewalk 
construction 
in 
the 
vicinity 
of 
Pennsbury 
High 
School. 
$2,994 Allocated 
Township 
m anager, 
Joseph 
Zainea, said the township’s bud­ 
get for this year has a provision 
allocating $2,994 for the construc­ 
tion of sidewalks on the two 
roads. 
He noted, however, that two 
new churches will soon be built 
along Makefield Road and the 
churches are required to install 
sidewalks, which will complete 
the project. 
Zainea said the parish of St 
John the Evangelist Church and 
the Episcopal Church of the In­ 
carnation will be built on oppo­ 
site sides of Makefield Road at 
Big Oak Road, and they will 
install 
sidewalks 
along 
with 
their building projects. 
Owns Most Of Land 
He noted that the Episcopal 
Church owns almost all the land 
between Big Oak Road and the 
Pennsbury School. 
The school board’s letter also 
asked the township to provide 
special police for service during 
school hours to protect children 
crossing Makefield Road. 
Supervisor William Macken- 
sen said the supervisors were 
aw are of the hazards aiong the 
two roadways 
Maekensen said “We are pro­ 
viding a policeman at Big Oak 
and Makefield Roads right now. 
Apparently no one knows that 
the man is on duty at that loca­ 
tion.” 
Sign Agreement 
It may be that the township 
and the school board will have 
to share the cost of the crossing 
guard, he said, but, he felt the 
problem could and would be re 
solved. 
T h e 
township 
supervisors 
signed an agreem ent with the 
Archdiocese of Philadelphia and 
the parish of St. John the Evan, 
gelist to allow the parish to go 
ahead with construction of the 
school, residence and church, 
pending the outcome of a suit 


The provisos were that the 
church 
construct 
sidewalks 
along its property line on Make­ 
field Road and widen the road 
at that point to HO feet. 
The ratification of the agree­ 
ment perm its the church to pro­ 
ceed with construction, despite 
the suit to negate the proviso 
that the church widen the road. 
The agreement calls for the 
church to be issued building per 
mils so that construction can 
begin. However, if the church 
loses the court case, it agrees 
to comply with the exceptions 
in the granting of the permits. 
If the church wins the court 
case, it will not have to widen 
the roadway. 
Church Agrees 
The 
church 
has 
already 
agreed to install the sidewalks 
and to dedicate

for 
the 80-feet right of way and has 
filed a bond on its own recogni­ 
zance for the perform ance of 
the construction, 
pending 
the 
outcome of the suit. 
In the event of the failure of 
the church to make the required 
improvements, 
the 
township 


may do so, and the church will 
pay, Maekensen said. 
The supervisors passed a res­ 
olution calling for the defeat of 
House Bill 271 now before the 
legislature, which would repeal 
the one per cent 
real 
estate 
transfer tax. 
Would Mean Loss 
Russell 
F. 
Carter, 
board 
chairm an, said the repeal of 
the transfer tax would mean a 
loss of income to the township 
and would seriously affect the 
annual budget. 
A letter was authorized to be 
sent to all representatives and 
senators from the county, stat­ 
ing the board’s opposition to the 
bill 
Complaints of dusty road con 
ditions in the wake of sewer 
construction were made by sev­ 
eral township residents. 
Carter said he would have the 
proper township officials inspect 
the condition and warn the con­ 
tractors to clean the roads if it 
is warranted. 
Plumbing Code 
Hugh 
Rawdon, 
Democratic 
candidate for supervisor in the 
November elections, 
raised 
a 
question about the township’s 
plumbing code. 
Rawdon noted that many res­ 
idents were banding together to 
hire one plumber to make the 
connections to the sewer for 
each owner at a group rate. 
He said he had no objection 
to that, but questioned if the 


codes regulate the m anner in 
which such work is to be done. 
Issue Perm its 
Zainea said although the town­ 
ship has no plumber license or­ 
dinance, it has been the prac­ 
tice to issue perm its only to 
plumbers who are licensed in 
either Bucks County or Trenton. 
He said the township will issue 
perm its on that basis only, until 
a proper ordinance is drawn. 
He noted that the Regional 
Cooperation Council in L o w e r 
Bucks County is compiling a test 
for all plumbers, which will aid 
in the adoption of an ordinance. 
Zainea noted the borough does 
have an ordinance which regu­ 
lates 
the 
m anner 
in 
which 
plumbing work must be done. 
He said that each installation 
will be inspected to ascertain 
that it complies with the ordin­ 
ance.
